Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant emphasizes that Kouba is tailored to 
needs of manufacturing plants and contract employees, whereas the instant invention is drawn to building-specific emergency response 
plans for occupants. Applicant further argues that occupants may include professionals with or without industrial safety backgrounds, 
families, tenants, or owners. However, it is noted by the examiner that the claim language does not specify a particular type of occupant. 

The request to correct inventorship under 37 C.F.R. 1.48(a) has not been entered since it is not timely. Furthermore, an affadavit from 
Ramon Diaz must be submitted under 37 C.F.R. 1.132 showing belief and evidence that the subject matter of the parent application and 
the instant application are his invention. 
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
